HISTORY OF WILLIAM FRANK ADAMS 

This part of Frank's history up to his marriage, was told by him February 6, 
1986, to his wife, Alice, as she copied it. This was told two days be-fore he 
became so ill he could not speak. He died Mar 28, 1986. 

I, William Frank Adams, was born 5 Mar 1917, at 3:00 A.M. in Kanab, Kane, Utah 
to two wonderful parents. 

Alexander Adams, my father, was born 21 Jan 1872, in Kanab, Utah, to Nathan 
Adams and Mary Malinda Plunkett. 

My mother, Martha Jane Cameron, was born 4 June 1887, in Panguitch, Iron, Utah, 
to William Cameron Jr. and Georgianna Seavey. 

I was the second child, as I had an older brother, Nathan Cameron Adams, born 
28 Jan 1916, in Kanab also. 

I was born in a log home belonging to my uncle. Father and Mather lived in two 
rooms and my uncle and aunt and two children lived in two rooms. 

My mother was very ill during her pregnancy with me and had to spend alot of 
time in bed. 

I was blessed and given a name April 1, 1917, by Heber C. Meeks. 

My father went on a mission to the Southern States and also on a mission to 
England. 

He had quit school as a youth and had spent most of his time out on the range 
herding sheep. While on his mission he realized how important it was to have an 
education, so when he returned home he registered at Brigham Young Academy. 

Mother had graduated from Ricks College and had come to BYU to take some 
classes. It happened they were in the same class together. When Dad saw my 
mother, he said, "That's the girl I'm going to marry." So he inquired about her 
and knew quite a bit of her history before he ever dated her. 

Mom taught school in Midway for a year and then she married my father on 14 May 
1913, in the Salt Lake Temple. 

My cousin, Marva Adams, said he remembered my mother and thought she was the 
most beautiful woman he had ever seen. 

Dad and Mother lived in Eureka for a short time and Dad worked in the mines. 
His older brother, Nate, asked him to come to Kanab and so that's the reason they 
were living in Kanab when I was born. 

When I was six weeks old, my parents decided to move to Delta, Millard, Utah. 
My grandfather, William Cameron, my uncles, Clinton and Glen Cameron, and Aunt 
Georgianna were living in Delta and possible helped to influence the move to Delta. 

Father bought forty acres of land located west of the overpass in Delta, Utah. 
The highway going to Hinckley now goes through part of the ground. 

We lived in a two-roomed frame home with no modern conveniences, outdoor 
toilet, water tap outside, coal oil lamps, wood-burning stove which served 
two-fold, cooking and heating. 

'While here, my sister, Mary, was born on 22 September 1918. Mother was 
confined to bed for about' ten days. She said that I went out on the highway to 
play. Mother sent Cameron, who was only fourteen months older than me to bring me 
off the road. Either I wouldn't cooperate or he. thought what I was doing looked 
exciting so he joined me and we went on playing oblivious to the danger we were in. 
Cars would honk but to no avail and finally someone got out of their car and moved 
us off the road. Mother was panicked as she lay helplessly in bed. 

I loved insects and all creeping things. One day, Mother heard me laughing and 
came out to see what the fun was. She found me with a grasshopper fastened to my 
nose. I would pull it away, and then let it grab hold of my nose again. It must 
have tickled as I did this. 

Mother also tells how I used to play in the mud. The road north of the house 
was really a good place to play, plenty of deep slushy mud. I was in the middle of 
it. My mother tried to persuade me to leave my favorite pastime without her coming 
in to join me, but instead, I threw mud balls at her. She was forever taking us in 
the house and giving us a bath. 

My brother, Clarence T. Adams, was born when I was about four years old. He 
was born on 13' April 1921. Shortly after that, my father leased eighty acres on 
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Frank Page 2 

shares •from Mr. Melvill. Father would do the work and then gave Melvill half the 
profits. The farm was located northwest of Delta across the street from where my 
brother Cameron later moved after he was married. 

This home had six rooms. The water was still piped outside and had to be 
carried in the house and to the livestock. There was a barn and granary and an 
outdoor toilet on the property. 

Dad raised milk cows. We separated the milk and sold it and the cream far 
extra money. We also raised Alfalfa and grain and Mother raised chickens. 

When I was very young, we had a big white rooster. He was really a beauty. 
His tail feathers curved over and nearly touched the ground. He would strut and 
crow and loved to pick a fight. One day he jumped on me and gave me a nasty 
scratch under the eye. My folks were so angry they killed him for fear next time 
he would get someone in the eye. 

Father worked at the sugar factory and drove a black team of horses, plowing 
beets and then hauling them to the factory. The sugar factory agreed to put 
electric light in our home if we would raise so many acres of sugar beets, so 
Father agreed and it was an exciting day when we had electricity. It made us . 
wonder how we ever saw with our kerosene lamps. 

Our mode of transportation was horse and buggy. When Mother had to go to town 
or to a meeting, she would send Cameron and I to the field to bring the horses in. 
We were just little guys. Cameron would throw the rope several times to get it 
over the horses neck, then he would swing the rope to lower the horse's head so we 
could put the bridle' on. We would lead the horse to a ditch, put him in the ditch, 
then we would get on the bank and climb on the horse and ride to the barn. Mather 
would then harness the horse to the buggy so.. we. could go to town. 

We walked two miles to school and church and two miles home. In the evening' we 
had a lot of chores: cows to milk, wood to chop and wood and chips to bring in the 
house so Dad could build the fires. He agreed to build them if I had the wood and 
chips in. 

Dne evening I forgot to get my wood in. So bright and early the next morning 
he got me out of bed and I not only had to go out in the dark and cold and complete 
my chore, but I had to build all the fires. It was a good lesson far me. I made 
sure the chore was taken care of from then on. 

In the summer we loved to run up the roads bare-foot with the warm soft dirt 
squeezing between our toes. 

One of our chores in the summer was to herd cows on the canal banks. We would 
turn the cows so they would come back down the canal, then we would go swimming in 
the canal. When the trains came by we would scamper under a bridge so people in 
the train couldn't see us "skinny dipping". 

Sometimes we would take the horse with us and take the cows up by the 
reservoir. We would get on the horse, ride it up to the bank, and jump it into the 
reservoir. As the horse would swim back to the bank, we would hang onto the tail 
and let him 'pull us to shore. At first, the horse didn't seem to want to jump, but 
later I think he enjoyed it as much as we did. 

For Christmas one year, Mother took us to town to see Santa Clause. I asked 
him for a pair of ice skates. Christmas morning Cameron and I were surprised to 
find a pair of ice skates. We were really excited. 

We went to our neighbors pond and as we learned to skate we started to dare 
each other go a little farther out on the pond. One day our friend fell through 
and we were so frightened. We grabbed planks and boards and finally pulled him to 
safety. We built a big bonfire trying to warm him up and then we took him home. 
We didn't care to go skating much after that. 

When I was about seven years old, I was helping my father by tramping hay. I 
had to be on the wagon and tramp it down so they could stack more hay on. A 
pitchfork tine went through my cheekbone. It became infected and I became very ill 
with a high fever and my skin covered with a rash, and terrible convulsions. 

My father finally took me to a clinic in Salt Lake. Fifteen different doctors 
told my father they could da nothing more for me and sent me home to die. They 
said I had bright's disease, puss in the cheek bones, and my tonsils were decayed. 
They took my tonsils out, but felt that was all they could do to help me. 
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Richard R. Lyman gams ma a blessing. My lather brought me home on the train, 
put me to bed, and slept by me. Through the night, my -father had a dream. A man 
came to him, took hold of his shoulders, looked at him, and then to the east, and 
said, "You go down there, they will tell you Irael can't do anything." 

Then he saw a plane flying low and it seemed to be lost. A purple hankie was 
dropped from the plane and floated down on the roof of our house. 

My father felt that I was going to be okay. He woke my mother and told her he 
felt I had been healed by the power of the Priesthood. 

This was in the autumn. Around Christmas, I had intestinal flu, my ears had 
infection, they broke and drained and I had pneumonia. Mother said I was so ill 
she thought I was dying. By March I was completely well. 

I was baptized when eight years of age on 7 June 1925, in the irrigation canal 
by Anthony W. Stephenson Jr. and confirmed a member of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-Day Saints on 9 June 1925, by David D. Terry. 

I had been ill for two years and had missed alot of school, so when I did start 
I was behind and the teachers didn't take that much interest in me. 

When I was in the fourth grade, Hazel Judd Grooning took an interest in me and 
would have me stay after school and would help me read until she felt I had 
mastered it. She was a great teacher and I always felt a closeness to her and am 
grateful that she had taken the time to help me. 

On 20 July 1925, a new baby joined our family. She was a beautiful baby and I 
remember we were all so proud of her. My father named her Georgianna. 

When I was eleven another beautiful sister was born 16 September 1928. She was 
named Martha Mae. Then on 9 April 1931, a brother, John, was born. I was 
fourteen. It was good to have a new.. brother. He had dark hair and was a beautiful 
baby. 

When I was sixteen, my baby sister, Gevene, was born. She was a beautiful 
baby, but I was so busy with school and helping on the farm, I didn't have much 
time to play and enjoy them. 

My father bought a new Model T Ford and the family decided to take a trip to 
Idaho to see my mother's sister and husband, Mae and Edgar Fullmer and our cousins. 
Dad and Mom, Aunt Mae and Uncle Edgar went on to Yellowstone. We stayed with our 
cousins. 

I remember it rained so hard that water was running everywhere. We took tubs 
and boilers and would float down the gutter. What a lot of fun. I'll bet the tubs 
had a leak in them when we got through. We didn't want to go home when the time 
came. 

Mother used to tell us how she learned- to drive the car. She was on the Relief 
Society Stake board and had to visit wards and attend a lot of meetings. She 
depended on my father to drive her to her different areas, This meant he had to 
stop his work and felt too much time was being wasted. So one day he told her she 
was to learn to drive. 

'He explained all she should do, then told her to drive home alone. (He was 
brave, he would rather walk.) She did fine until she arrived home and was going to 
park the car in the garage. She couldn't remember where the brake was and she went 
through the back of the garage. 

When I was first learning to drive a car at age 13, I was racing with Ervin 
Jeffery. I lost control of the car and tipped it over. It was an old Model A. 
Ervin and I just tipped it back up on it's wheels and pounded out the fenders. I 
didn't get to drive for a few months, however. 

In the summer, Mather and I and some of the other children gleaned all the seed 
on the ditches and put it through the thrasher. We had enough to buy our first 
bike. What a thrill that was. I pumped Mather to town one day on that bike. 

I was ordained a Deacon 7 Apr 1929, by Foster V. Kirby. I was ordained a 
Teacher 13 Mar 1932, by Herman W. Stucki and a Priest 16 September 1934, by Norman 
Gardner. 

Clarence and I were very close as brothers and I dearly loved him. He was 
studious, intelligent, loved to discuss politics with Dad and never seemed to 
complain' even though he didn't have too good of health. We herded cows together 
and one time when we were bringing them home, we passed the home of a Mr. Miller 
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who owned the Miller Honey business. He said, "Here's a -five gallon can o-f honey 
■for this guy with the big smile," and he presented Clarence with the honey. 

Usually in the fall, Dad would take us boys, the team, and wagon and we would 
go into the mountains to gather wood far winter. This was used to heat our home 
and cook the meals. On one occasion when my father couldn't go, my brother 
Clarence and I went alone. We usually had to stay overnight as we couldn't make 
the trip in one day. We pitched our tent and through the night it rained really 
hard and turned off very cold. 

The next morning as we started home, we were caught in a flash flood. We came 
to a wash that had filled with water and was so high that we couldn't cross. We had 
to wait nearly two hours until the water had subsided before we could cross. Then 
we had to dig the banks down so we could get across. 

About fourteen miles out of town we were caught in a blizzard. . We were both 
wet and very cold. A car came by and I sent Clarence home to get some help. I got 
down from the wagon to keep from freezing to death, but I was so frozen, I could 
hardly walk. 

Father finally came with a neighbor and relieve me and I rode home with the 
neighbor. My mother bathed me in cold water until I could feel it, then gradually 
got the water warmer until the chill was gone. She had a warm supper for me and I 
was really thankful for the warmth of my bed that night and the safety of my home. 
Father taught us many things when we were gathering wood. 

One sport we really looked forward to in the winter was to go sleigh riding. 
The neighbor kids all got together and we built a huge sleigh from 2x4' s and inch 
boards. We put an old metal barrel in the middle of the sleigh then we would build 
a big fire in it to keep warm. We would hitch several teams of horses to it, then 
fasten several sleighs behind and all the neighbor kids, the Bassett's, Bishop's, 
Rawlinson's would ride the sleighs. 
When we got cold we would go up to the big sleigh and get warm 

The snow would drift so bad that it covered the tops of the fences so we could 
ride all over the fields and really had a good time. 

In the winter in the cold evenings we enjoyed parching corn. We would put the 
dry corn in a frying pan with a little butter and stir it until it would brown and 
swell up and it was delicious. 

Dad would usually take the day off from working on the farm and we would go to 
town on the 4th of July to watch the parade. One year I was to dress as Abraham 
Lincoln and was in the parade. Mother would make a freezer of ice cream which we ■ 
enioyed after the parade. 

One float in the parade was a black horse and someone put a sign on it which 
read, "Here lies the town council." From then on our parades seemed to be better. 

We had an old black cow that was so gentle and sometimes I would ride her home 
after herding cows instead of walking. 

One night Clarence was walking home from mutual. He was hit by a car, but he 
brushed himself off and walked home. The next morning he couldn't find his 
glasses. Then he remembered they might have fallen off when he was hit by the car. 
That was the first anyone knew he had been hit. He never did complain. 

He and I would sweep the open air dance hall and the F'alomar dance hall, which 
gave us a free ticket to the dances on Saturday night. We also operated a skating 
rink together. We learned to skate very well and could do some fancy dance steps, 
figure 8's and skate backwards. We had a lot of fun and enjoyed working together. 

Clarence and I always worked together pitching hay. Father used to exchange 
work with a neighbor, David Terry. David had good machinery, a team of horses, but 
no boys, so Dad, Clarence and I would help him, then he would bring his machinery 
and help us. . 

One day Clarence was mowing the hay with Mr. Terry's team, when the hay got 
plugged in the knife of the mower. Clarence stopped the team and was getting the 
hay unplugged when something spooked the horses, and they started to run. It 
caught Clarence so that both feet were under the cutter bar and his left arm over 
the tongue of the mower. He could not reach the lines to the horses and they ran 
at breakneck speed around the field, over ditches, and irrigation dikes. 

I -h.j W hat was happening, ran across the field until I was in front of the 
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run-away team and jumped between them onto the tongue of the mower, took hold of 
the bits of the horses and brought them to a stop. 

Clarence's shoe and stocking had been cut by the mower knife, but his foot was 
not. Those watching thought both of us were going to be killed and I'm surprised 
we weren't. Later, when Clarence developed heart problems, some thought this 
accident could have caused some damage. 

As children and even. when we gat older, we loved to play with other kids in the 
neighborhood. Games like "kick the can", "run, sheep run" and "I want a beacon." 
or we would build a fire outside and roast potatoes. 

Clarence and I bought a tennis racket and would practice hitting the tennis 
ball against the pump house just outside the back door. Sometimes we took old 
barrel staves, tied them on our feet and took turns skiing across the field or I 
would take an' old wheelbarrow and put the little kids in and run them all over the 
yard. 

Clarence and I did alot of work for Hazel and Pete Gronning. They had a son, 
Sam, who was deaf. We would teach him to swim in the canal and sort of looked out 
for him. When I was in high school, Mr. Gronning had a lot of doggy lambs. On my 
way home from school, he would give me a lamb now and then. I carried them home. 
Dad and Mom taught me how to take care of them. I finally had a pretty good herd 
of sheep. Father bought a buck sheep, so we could raise a few of our own. They 
usually produced twins. In. the- summer Father would put them with another herd to 
feed on the range, so they wouldn't interfere with the farming. 

We developed quite a herd of sheep and by selling the wool, I was able to save 
enough to put myself on a mission. And later when the sheep were sold, it brought 
enough money to buy the home in Delta town where the folks lived for the rest of 
their lives. 

Dne time after I had sold some wool, I had around $250.00 in my wallet. 
Clarence and I went to feed sheep for our neighbor, Mr. Grundy. When I came home 
that night I could not find my wallet. I searched everywhere. Money was scarce 
and I was so depressed. The next spring, Mr. Grundy found the wallet with all the 
money in it in his manger where I had been feeding the sheep. We felt like it was 
a miracle that it had been found. 

In the summer when we harvested the seed, the thrashing crew which consisted of 
all our neighbors would come to our place and help thrash the seed. Mother would 
cook enough food to serve them all dinner. Then they would move on to a neighbor's 
place and do the same for him. It created a closeness among all of us as neighbors 
and helped each other harvest their crops more reasonable. 

I played on the basketball team as center in high school and tackle on the 
football team. Our coach was Jay Tolman. .1 enjoyed playing football. It's a game 
you play and express your feelings and get away with it. 

We went to State in basketball and came in second. In football,, we beat 
Fillmore our rival school and went to State and won third place. I really enjoyed 
sports. 

' I had a friend, N.S. Bassett, in high school who had been afflicted with polio 
which left him unable to walk. I would carry him up the stairs and down. so he 
could attend school. . 

I was usually a pretty good guy, but now and then I had a little mischief in 
me. One day, a couple of my friends and I tied the tails of two cats together and 
hung them on the door of the librarian (Pearl Tangreen) . Our principal, Mr. 
savage, ,had heart trouble and could not come upstairs. We walked quietly down the 
stairs' through the gym doors and out. No one knew who the culprits were. 

When playing ball one day, I received a bad floor burn. It turned into a bad 
case of blood poison and took several weeks to heal, but the doctor finally had to 
lance the sore, and drain the infection before it would heal. 

I graduated from high school 21 May 1937. After graduation, I got a job 
working at Moody Brother's Seed Plant and Mill, where they rolled feed for cattle. 
I took these' jobs on during the winter. I had to lift 100 pound bags of seed which 
help me to develop some great muscles. 
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INFORMATION TAKEN FROM FRANK'S JOURNALS 

MY MISSIONARY EXPERIENCES 

After I received my mission call, I had my patriarchal blessing on Jan 1, 1939, 
•from Patriarch Edgar Jeffery. 

I was called to serve in the East Central States mission which took in 
Kentucky, Tennessee, North Carolina, and parts of Virginia and West Virginia. 

I received my endowments on 9 Jan 1939, in the Salt Lake Temple. That same 
day, I was also presented a pamphlet by President Heber J. Grant of his opening 
conference address. I was set apart far my mission on 11 Jan 1939, by Rufus K. 

Hardy. 

When I left Salt Lake, I traveled by train to Denver, and then to Louisville, 
Kentucky, arriving 14 Jan' 1939. 1 spent some time with my mission president, 
William Tew, his wife and other missionaries, receiving instructions. 

On January 27, 1939, I arrived in Knoxville, Tennessee, and then on to Bristol, 
Tennessee. Bristol was a city divided down the middle of Main Street, with the 
state of Virginia on the other side. . 

My first companion was Elder Rodney C. Corbridge from Santa Monica, California. 
He was a great leader. He helped me in studying the scripture, taught me the 
technique of tracting. He was a super missionary, and I really enjoyed him as a 
companion. We were together for eight months. 

Our first baptism was Sister Jones, who was disowned by her family for joining 
the church. I confirmed her and Elder Corbridge baptised her. 

Our mode of transportation was hitch hiking, and we walked many miles, some 
days with no success. We finally learned that when we offered a word of prayer to 
the Lord for His help, we were more successful in getting a ride, and in having 
people listen to us. 

On 21 Mar 1939, I became very ill for three days. I spent most of that time in 
bed while Elder Corbridge took care of me. 

On 21 April we were to go to Knoxville, Tennessee, for a conference. We had to 
hitch hike which was 113 miles. We were caught in a rain storm for four hours 
before we finally got a ride. •, 

On our way home, Elder Corbridge decided he was going to invest in a car. we 
had our fill of hitch hiking. And on the 29th of April we bought a car. The next 
day, Elder Corbridge became ver-y ill and it was my turn to take care of him. 

'One day I was travelling from Kingsport to Bristol when I ran out of gas. I 
had to walk for two hours before I could find any gas, and then walk back two hours 
with the gas. This car turned out to be quite a problem, always breaking down and 
it continually had a flat tire. I was nominated to be the one to change tires and 
repair the car. (The beginning of my mechanical career.) 

On May 2 and 3, we had another conference in Kingsport. Our car was broken 
down again so we rode with President Tew and Apostle Smith. We baptized Brother 
Daniels on the 2nd. We were instructed in conference to hold street meetings, so 
on 3 June we 'held our first meeting which drew a good crowd. 

On 14 November 1939, I was sent to West Virginia and Elder Cox was my 

companion. , . Th 

In June 1940, I was bothered continually with an appendicitis attack. me _ 
doctors felt I would have to have an operation. John Hopkins, from Afton, Wyoming, 
was my companion. President Tew consented to an operation, but I was administered 
to and never bothered with the pain again. 

On the 29th October 1940, I had a new companion, Carlton C. Cope, and the ne„t 
day we were transferred to Goldsborrow, North Carolina. I was made Senior 
companion and spent the rest of my mission on Hankers Island in North Carolina. It 
was an Island 1/2 mile wide and one mile long. Most of the folks were fishermen. 
The only way we could get on the island was by Ferryboat which took about an hour. 
While we were on Harkers Island, we used bikes to get around. 

Before I came home, I had the privilege to go on a shad boat with some of the 
members to catch shad fish which they used for utilizer was on the boa for 
about a week and we ate nothing but fish and bacon. I couldn't stand to eat either 

for sometime after. r .. nHna n,-, j an 1941. 

I was released from my mission at Hanker 's Island, North Carolina, ~u Jan 
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I took a bus •from Beaufort, North Carolina to Salt Lake City, Utah, which was about: 
a four day journey. I had a four hour lay aver in Salt lake 50 I spent the time on 
Temple square, then caught the train for Delta. 

I was met at the depot by my family and it was good to see all of them and to 
see how muc*h they had grown. 

Many times in our travels, we didn't have a place to stay at night. We slept 
on the ground one night, and after we had the car we slept in it several times. We 
found that after we bought the car, we were taking the sister missionaries many 
pi aces. 

On June 22, 1939, we left Marysville for Almont for another conference with 
President Tew.' We baptised quite a few people in Almont. We stayed with Brother 
Talley several times in Bybee, Tennessee. One of his daughters, Grace, later- 
married one of my wife's cousins, Ralph Memmott. He was on a mission in the same 
area. 

On the 20th September 1939, Elder Corbridge was to ago home, his mission 
completed. We had a little ice cream party in his honor the night before. He was 
such a great missionary we had developed a close friendship and I missed him very 
much. 

My second companion was Elder Marcel 1 Pitcher. His folks bought him a Model A 
Coupe which was always in need of repair and again I was given the honors to keep 
it running. 

Elder LeRoy Adams from Panguitch, Utah, .and an Elder Claybow were my companions 

for a short time. 

In August, we had another conference with President Tew. We baptised five more 
people on 1 October 1939. 

ARMY LIFE 

August 28, 1941, I received a letter from Uncle Sam inviting me to report for 
duty in the Army, it was to report to the local board at Morehead City, North 
Carolina, at 3:00 P.M. on the 8th of Jan 1942. We were to bring enough clothing 
for three days and report for a physical. I reported at Fort Douglas in Salt Lake 
first, however. 

Iwas put in the medical department attached to the Air Force in Paine Field, 
Everett, Washington. Here I received by basic training. My; weekly wage was 
$35.00. I took out a $1,000.00 life insurance policy and they deducted .67 a month 
for the premium. I was 24 years and lOmonths when I went in the army. 

While in the medical department, I had- to work with a lot of fellows who were 
seriously afflicted with venereal disease. It helped to convince me that the 
indulgence was not worth the agony, pain, and even death which some suffered. 

I received word that my brother Clarence had died on the 11 Mar 1942. I was 
able to come home for his funeral and then had to go back to complete my training. 
About the time I had completed my basic training, the doctors said I had the 
mumps and they hospitalized me. While I was confined to the hospital my outfit was 
shipped out. The doctors still insisted I had the mumps, but I insisted I was 
okay. So they decided to have me eat the dill pickle, which tasted good with no 
side effects. So after that professional test they release me from the hospital 
and sent me to Washington D.C. in the 176th Infantry. I was assigned to guard the 
White House on the Capitol steps. I rode on a train as a guard for President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt when he went to Warm Springs, Georgia. President Roosevelt 
was a very friendly president. He always spoke to us and treated us kindly. 

I was later transferred to Fort Benning, Georgia and we were trained for 
overseas duty. One day while I was out on the firing line, a General came out and 
called me back to the barracks and informed me I was being released to go home and 
help my father on the farm. This was August 28, 1943. If a farm family had more 
than one son in the service, a parent could request one to come home and help, 
which my father did. Cameron was in the service too, but I was the one Dad had 
released. 
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OUR MARRIED LIFE

I was working in the bakery at Delta, Utah. A girl I had taken Chemistry with 
in Delta High School, Georgianna Adams, came in with this tall good looking young 
man. They ordered hamburgers and malts and then the young man left, Georgianna 
asked if the young man had paid me, which he hadn't, so she did. I guess my first 
thought about him was, "That was kind of cheap of the guy to have his girl friend 
pay the bill . 

I noticed him later with some other younger guys. They would come in and order 
malts, drinks, and etc. Then he would come in and play the punch board and usually 
win the candy. He never said too much to me. 

One evening as I was closing the baker, he came in with Leonard Adams and his 
younger brother. They wanted me to go with them, so I took a lemon pie and we 
drove out by the reservoir. They played the car radio, we ate pie and danced on 
the bridge. I was introduced to this young man who was Frank Adams. We danced 
alot together that night and I thought he was O.K. 

The next evening I had a date to go to the dance with Leonard. He was a friend 
who made himself "a pest." He wouldn't take no for an answer. He thought I was 
"his 11 , but my feelings weren't the same. Anyway, when I got to the dance, Frank 
was there and we danced together most of the evening. He asked me to go home with 
him, which I did as the friend, Leonard, was put out with me because I had paid so 
much attention to Frank, (silly guy) 

We dated off and on far a year and one evening in March we went with another 
couple up to the dam east of Delta and Frank proposed to me. We decided to get 
married on the 4th of June 1945, which was his mother's birthday, so that was what 
we did. 

Our honeymoon cottage was a three-roomed house with an outdoor "John" and a 
long tub brought in on the kitchen floor to bathe in. 

We lived with Franks folks for two weeks and worked so hard cleaning, papering 
and painting and had a darling little home when we finished and were so happy as if 
we had good sense (but not much money.) Frank was helping his father on the farm 
and that fall when they settled up and Frank came home with $500.00 we decided we 
had to find other employment. 

He got a' job in Salt Lake at a small car lot working as a mechanic for Arthur 
Flowers and with Alfred Adams. The 2nd world war was on and it was almost 
impossible to find an apartment so we moved in with the Flowers which was an 
experience. I found I was pregnant with Charalyne and this lady kept a rather 
odorous house as she had several dogs who lived in. I couldn't stand the aroma 
and we searched every day for a place to live and finally found an apartment or a 
bedroom. We had to share the kitchen and bath with two other couples. We 
continued to search, but to no avail. Since we weren't allowed to have children in 
this apartment, we finally decided to look for work in Delta country again. Frank 
worked for Cari Workman in Hinckley and we lived in their old house. Again, we had 
to do some major cleaning and fixing as he had been using it as a granary. 

Charalyne was born 2 January 1947, while we lived here. In July 1948, Franks 
folks gave us a piece of their property in Delta and we bought an Army barracks 
from the Japanese concentration camp at Topaz, and moved it onto a foundation. 

We were glad to have a place we could call our own, but it became a sore thumb 
to try and fix it into a livable home on the income we had. 

Frank worked for Archie Barben hauling ore from a mine west of Delta and later 
went to work for the County Road Department and the Salt Lake-Delta Freight Lines. 

Our first winter we nearly froze to death. We had no insulation in the 
building, a big wood burning stove and we had a hard time keeping warm. 

It was during the winter of 1948, when Frank was driving for Salt Lake-Delta 
Freight lines, that he was stuck in a snow bank between Tuesday evening and Sunday 
evening. Luckily, he was driving a truck load of groceries for the Delta stores. 
Iona Hilton and her brother were stranded behind him and climbed up in his cab and 
he was able to run the heater in the truck and they all kept warm and they broke 
into some of the groceries and had something to eat. It was a tense few days 
before we knew where he was and if he was O.K. ^ 
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We struggled in Delta for ten years trying to build the barracks into a home 
and raising three children. Frank always wanted to do mechanical work. He applied 
at the garages in Delta, but they wanted someone with "experience." 

One day we saw an ad in the Salt Lake Tribune -for a mechanic in Salt Lake. 
Frank got the job with Lang Company. We were so happy. We came back to Delta, 
sold our home and bought a home in Kearns. 

After about two years, Lang Company sold out to Arnold Machinery and Frank 
transferred over there. 

Frank worked hard as a mechanic and by the time he retired he was one of their 
top men. I think the highlight of his life was to be sent back to work on a 
machine that was owned by a man he had applied for a job from and had been told 
they wanted someone with experience. 

He certainly did master that profession. His mother made the comment earlier 
in his life that he was Jack of all trades and master of none-but Frank mastered 
many things. There were very few things in life that he could not do and do well. 
After his accident of losing his hand he proved that if you keep trying and don't 
give up you can master anything. It was said by men who worked with him "that he 
could work circle around men with two hands." I hardly realized that he didn't 
have full use of his hand as he accomplished just as much around the house and yard 
as he had before. 

Frank had many afflictions besides being ill when a child. After his marriage, 
he had his appendix removed, two hernia operations, was hit in the mouth by a 
sledge hammer and lost several teeth and had to have false ones put in. 

He was hit on the ankle by a sledge hammer and came home with a sprained ankle, 
but we believe it could have been broken because it didn't heal well and always 
gave him trouble until later he had to have it fused because of the pain". 

He lost his right hand in an industrial accident. He developed an ulcer and 
had the vega nerve cut to correct that. He had the veins in his right leg 
stripped. 

And just as he was ready to retire and had planned to enjoy life and do a few 
things he wanted to do, he developed cancer. 

He was always a happy, jovial guy, kind and loving, loved the Lord and tried to 
keep' the commandments and set a good example for his family. He worked hard, could 
never be classified as lazy, even when ill, he still was trying to carry on and do 
the things he felt had to be done. 

He unselfishly took in two Indian students and helped to provide for .their 
needs at a time when it wasn't easy financially. 

He raised five children, two sons and three daughters and had nineteen 
grandchildren at the time of his death and loved all of them very much. 

Frank never complained about his trials or afflictions. He always bore them 
with patience and long suffering. He could be found saying "If you don't have 
something good to say about anyone, don't say anything."

LOSS OF HIS HAND

Frank had been in Las Vegas working on a job. He came home tired. Our washer 
had gone on the blink so he spent a good part of the evening getting it fixed. 
I had told my mother we would come and take her to dinner on the Uth for hei 

b i r"hh d &v 

I was working at Granite Training school as an aid helping with handicapped 
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Dee Wayne had just returned •from his mission in March. 

Charalyne had had Cory in January and a lot of events had taken place. 

I had just finished lunch at the school when Mashell called and said that 
someone from Arnold Machinery had called and said that Frank had hurt his hand and 
they had taken him to Holy Cross Hospital, but not to worry. 

I felt a real urgency to go to the hospital, but I didn't have transportation. 
Mrs. Barton, the principal offered to take me. 

As I went in the emergency room, a nurse followed me to the table where Frank 
lay. His right arm and hand were elevated on a board with a towel covering them. 

When I inquired as to what had happened, Frank said, "Well, they are going to 
take my hand off, but it will be alright, don't worry." I couldn't believe what I 
was hearing. How would he stand this, but his concern was ■for me and I'm sure his 
heart was breaking with concern. 

He had been working with two -factory men on the pre- delivery of the Huff 
Payloader. They had been checking air pressure, speed of motor, and etc. They 
said they were through, so Frank said he would go take off the tachometer. Frank 
climbed down, went behind the machine and started to remove the tachometer when Jim 
Ross, -the factory man who was in the seat of the cab, started the motor. 

Frank screamed until he turned the motor off. Frank removed his arm and his 
hand was chewed and hanging by the tendon. 

Gene Phyfer helped him to the shop floor and applied pressure and gave orders 
to call an ambulance. Bill Jenkins went to the hospital with Frank. 

While I. was standing there, the towel fell off and Frank's fingers were 
sticking out from the bandage and were black. 

The doctor told me there was nothing could.- be done to save the hand, as it was 
in pieces. He also said, "You can be glad your husband is not a drug addict. I 
have given him enough morphine to kill him and he is still wide awake." They took 
Frank to surgery about 5:00 P.M. At 10:00 P.M. he was in his room with his right 
hand missing. 

I stayed with him for a week all day and half the night. He had a constant 
flow of visitors, cards, and flowers. 

I went back to work a week to the day after his accident. He had acted so 
brave and was trying so hard to do for himself, never showing any depression or 
despair. 

I came to visit after work. The curtains were drawn around his bed. He had 
been crying. The doctor had been with him most of the afternoon talking to him and 
had finally given him a sedative. 

I asked him if he would like to have his brother. John come and give him a 
blessing which John and Frank's boss did. Frank went to sleep shortly after that. 

I left a note when 1 went home telling him that if he woke up and wanted to 
talk to call me and also that I loved him. When I called him in the morning he 
told me that the note meant alot- because as he had laid there and had to sign his 
name with an X he was afraid I didn't love him because he would be useless. 

When he was released from the hospital, they made an appointment to have a 
prosethesis fitted to his arm. 

The day we were to pick it up, they put it on Frank and showed him how to 
operate it, then put his shirt on and sent him on his way. 

As I sat there and watched, I was sick at heart. I wanted to cry, scream, 
throw-up, whatever you could do to release your emotions. How could he ever stand 
to wear that contraption. 

When we arrived at the car, Frank unbuttoned his shirt, pulled the prosthesis 
off, threw it in the back seat, put his shirt back on and got into the car. I knew 
the feelings of his heart. 

A few days after he got home, he put the prosethesis on and tried to do things 
with it and he succeeded. 

Eventually there wasn't anything he couldn't do except button the shirt on his left 
sleeve. He also learned to print with his left hand. i 

He suffered pain in the hand area. He said he felt like his hand was tied in 
knots. There was tenderness where the prosethesis wore, and agony and disgust when 
he couldn't accomplish what he wanted to do. but he never gave up. 
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On one of his visits back to the hospital to have the prosethesis checked, the 
doctor asked him if he wanted to talk to a young man who had lost his hand and 
wanted to die. He did go visit with him and tried to give him hope and told him he 
must keep trying and not give up. And that certainly was what Frank did. 

He had many days of •frustration, nervousness and would take long walks, but 
never wanted to talk about his feelings. I"m sure this would have released some of 
his tensions and helped our relationship as conversation became less and less which 
seemed to build a wall between us. I think he felt if he kept all his feelings to 
himself, he would save me a lot of worry, but little did he know how much more 
concern it did create. 

FRANK'S ORDEAL WITH CANCER 

June 1, 1984, Dee Wayne called and invited Frank and I to go with him and 
jDlyn to dinner. We were to be at his place at 6:00 P.M. 

When we arrived, Dee Wayne was still in his grubbys and out by his car. When 
we walked in, Jolyn said, "Have you seen Dee Wayne's latest project in the back 
yard?" 

We followed her through the kitchen. Standing in the corner were all our 
children and grandchildren yelling "Surprise" and "Happy Anniversary." 

We were really surprised and happy. They had fixed a lovely barbecue and gave 
us six patio chairs. Charalyne and all of her children were even there, so it was 
a very special day for us. 

We had been concerned because Frank had found a lump under his right arm about 
the size of a dime. We had been to Dr. Wilson and he had scheduled a biopsy for 
Monday morning June 4, our 39th anniversary. 

Monday morning we took Frank to the hospital. We were all concerned for fear 
it could be cancer. All the children were there except Charalyne, she was out to 
Doug's. 

While Frank was in surgery, Doug, Pam, Dee Wayne, Jolyn, Mashell, and Darla 
took me out to have a sandwich. 

When we came back, Frank was awake, and said the doctor had been looking for me 
and wanted to talk to me. We waited until 6:00 p.m. that evening and still 
couldn't make contact with him, so I took Frank home. He wasn't feeling good, so I 
fed him, gave him some pills for pain and put him to bed. 

At 8:00 P.M. Dr. Wilson called and told me Frank had cancer. They diagnosed it 
as Hodskins disease. 

My world fell out from under me. I literally went to pieces. I called the 
children to tell them. I was crying and so upset. The doctor told me that he 
didn't think it was too serious, but to me cancer in any form meant death and to 
think he was going to have to go through all that pain and suffering made me sick 
at heart. 

'Dee Wayne and Jolyn came out and all the kids were here but Doug and Pam. We 
were sitting in the front room talking. I had been crying. Frank woke up to go to 
the bathroom, came in the front room, but never said anything about his condition. 
I am sure he sensed somethihg was wrong, but I couldn't tell him. 

I had called my home teacher, Bob Wood, and he called the Bishop. They came 
over to give me a blessing that I could get control of myself. I had to have 
strength to tell Frank. I had to be strong. I never slept all night. 

Morning came and I went in the bedroom as Frank was getting up. I finally got 
the courage to tell him. He never said anything, just gave a deep sigh, but he did 
alot of walking back and forth through the house. 

The doctor told me the cancer had wrapped itself around nerves and that there 
were several large lumps they didn't get, but they felt radiation would take care 
of it. 

The next day we went to the Cowan Cancer Clinic. As we took the elevator to 
the basement, a sick feeling came over me. We walked into the office and watched 
the many people who came and left with their different degrees of illness. I 
talked to some and felt their anxieties and despair and my heart ached for them. 

Frank started radiation 21 June 1984 and finished radiation 2 August 1984. He 
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was so brave. He took the radiation 5 days a week for six weeks, which left him 
ill, lifeless and the final treatment left him with a third degree burn on his body 
where the radiation had been. It took a week of treatment with a salve to clear it 
up. 

Frank spent many restless nights walking in the yard or sitting up on the 
patio, but never really talking about his feelings on anything. He seemed to 
withdraw. 

They told him when he finished his radiation treatments that he was one of the 
lucky ones. If he had to have cancer, he had the best kind as it was more 
susceptible to treatment. 

I was hoping it was so, but he never seemed to feel any better. 

On the 3rd of July, we brought Mom out her. We planned to take her to the 
parade in Provo and have a picnic after. I was preparing supper and Frank offered 
to go to the store to pick up a few items for the picnic. 

It seemed like he had been gone too long and as I mentioned this to my mother, 
the phone rang and it was a nurse at the American Fork Hospital telling me that 
Frank had been in an accident. 

I- left Mom and had a neighbor, Marily Viccrelli, take me to the hospital. 
Frank was hurt badly. He had gone through a stop sign and hit another man 
broadside. The man was drunk and his driver's license had been revoked for three 
years. Frank was still considered at fault. 

Alden and Inga Mae sent Connie and Karen to the hospital to pick us up and let 
us take their car as the front of ours was totaled out. We were really grateful 
to them. 

Two days before the accident, I awoke about ,4:00 A.M. The thought came to me 
"pay the car insurance." I got out of bed and' went in the office to check on my 
car insurance. Had it been paid? I found I hadn't paid it and the deadline was 
the next day. I made out the check and got it in the mail, and the next day Frank 
had the accident. I was grateful for that inspiration. 

Dee Wayne and Jolyn came with their van and took us to the parade and on a 
picnic. Frank was not feeling well, but went along and endured. 

Our car was taken to a junkyard. Qur home teacher, Bob Wood, recommended a Mr. 
McMurdy, a body and fender man, to fix our car. He went and looked at it and said 
he could fix it. It took him three months to get it running again. 

About August 31, 1984, I had been cleaning the garage. Frank had been coming 
out watching then sitting on the patio. Towards evening he tried to tell me 
something and couldn't seem to get the words out. The second time I thought he was 
having a stroke. I brought him in and had him lay on the couch while I cleaned up. 
Then I drove him to the American Fork Hospital. 

After he had his radiation treatment, he was so terrible thirsty, so he was 
drinking continually which cause his electrolytes to go out of control. 

They put him in the hospital and had him there for about a week until they 
could get him under control. He lost alot of fluid and was 185 pounds when he came 
home. 

Frank kept having chills, fevers, and sweating. He had a bad cough which we 
couldn't clear up. November!, 1984, I took him to a Dr. Tate in Pleasant Grove. 
He put him in the American Fork Hospital and put him through a complete series of 
tests again. He checked with an oncologist, Dr. Bott, in Provo. They decided he 
should have his spleen removed. I asked him to check with Dr. Ford. 

Dr. Ford said, "No." He wanted him sent to LDS Hospital. Again they ran him 
through a series of tests and did a liver biopsy and told him he couldn't turn 
over. He didn't feel good at all. I stayed with him all night and sat in a chair 
to make sure he didn't turn over. 

The next morning, Frank was not feeling well at all. His vital signs were low 
and he seemed to be in a coma and was not responding to people. 

I went over to Mashell and Darla's apartment to rest as I hadn't slept all 
night. At 10:00, I called Frank and he said he felt terrible and wanted me to come 
stay with him. 

II November, 1984, When I arrived, he seemed to be in a coma type condition 
again and was not responding. About 1:30 P.M. he awoke and told me he had seen 
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Frank Page 13 

Clarence, his mother and -father. He said, "Your father was even here. They were 
all to happy." He was crying as he told me this. 

He said, "You are not to prolong my stay here." Frank did not want me to tell 
the kids. 

About 4:00 in the afternoon his pulse was B9/50 and he was asleep. He mumbled 
these words. "I just told your Dad you were going out to get things straightened 
out." Later he said, "When we kept their plane there, they took ours and went back 
to Hollywood." The rest of the day and evening he was so restless. 

12 November 19B4, Frank was standing by his door. Doug and Pam had sent a big 
chicken with a singing telegram. She also left balloons and candy. This seemed to 
cheer Frank up. They sent him home in a couple of days and said they couldn't find 
anything wrong. 

I was disgusted with Dr. Ford and tried to get a new doctor for Frank, but none 
of the doctors would take his case. I insisted that Ford do another C.T. Scan on 
Frank since he had been ailing so badly and yet they said nothing was wrong. When 
they did they said the cancer was in the stomach and then they started him on chemo 
therapy. Started Chemo Therapy 26 November 1984. Took last Chemo on 10 May 1985. 

He had to go to Salt Lake twice a month for 5-1/2 months. Frank was so very 
ill. He couldn't keep anything down. He couldn't sit down to a meal without 
throwing up. It was heartbreaking to watch him be so ill and couldn't do anything 
to help him. 

Some friends told me of some herbs they claimed would help him with his nausea. 
It was peach bark tea. We had to go to Qgden to get it, but he would take some 
before chemo and some after and it really worked. He was never nauseated again 
which was a great relief for him. 

After he had taken his series of Chemo, Dr. Ford called him one day and told 
Frank he was in remission. He was so excited he wept. He had to gat on the phone 
and call all his family. This was 12 June 1985. 

I have come to the conclusion that when they tell you, "You are in remission," 
they are really saying, "We have given you all the treatment we can and if it works 
great, if not too bad." 

Frank never did feel better. He was constantly having sweats, chills, fevers, 
always weak and tired. 

I took the responsibility of trying to fix an apartment house for Glenda. Frank 
would come in and stay at the apartment with me. I took a mat and pillow and 
blanket. He would lay and rest and help me at times when he could. 

Mother had been in an accident in March and had been in and out of hospitals. 
Inga Mae had taken her to her home and I had spent most of the year taking care of 
Frank and helping with caring for Mom. 

In October Mom became very ill. We had her in the hospital and we all felt she 
was dying. Berdell's wife, Helen, said when she got up one morning she felt so 
blue and then she said she heard Dad's voice tell her, "Let her go, I need her." 
We Had been asked by the Dr. to make a decision as to whether we should put Mom on 
a life support system and we had asked all the children what their decision was. 
We felt this was an answer to our decision. 

She never did get better, but gradually became more ill until she died on the 
7th of January 1986. When Inga called the morning of the 6th to tell me, I just 
left Frank and he offered to call some of the kids. He stayed home and I went in 
alone. After Mom died, I went out to start the car and it wouldn't go, so I went 
down to the girls apartment and stayed, but I never slept. I finally got up and 
wrote Mom's obituary. 

In the morning, I met all the brothers and sisters at the mortuary and we took 
care of all the burial details. 

When I had finished, I called Frank. He said he had been so ill he couldn't 
fix anything to eat and had fallen down twice. I hurried home and fixed him 
something to eat. 

The next morning, I called Dr. Ford and took him in. He said he thought he had 
the flue and gave him some medication. 

The day of Mom's viewing, Frank didn't feel like going. He did go to the 
funeral, but did not feel good. We brouaht him home and my neighbor, Moss Clegg, 
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Frank Page 14 

kept checking on him while I went to Qasis. 

The day after Mom's -funeral, Frank said he was going out to get the mail. He 
stood up to get his coat and fell straight back. I called Dr. Ford and he said, 
"Well, that's the way the flu is. If he isn't better in a couple of weeks bring 
him in and we'll run some test on him. 

I felt panicked. I called Dr. Bott in Provo. He had him come in for some 
tests and they found he had cancer in the bone marrow. 

My heart was heavy and I knew Franks's was though he didn't say anything. 
Frank lay on the examination table and our feelings of fear and despair were 

overpowering. ., 

The doctor told us he could either make him comfortable or start him on another 

series of chemo. 

They started the chemo the next day, but the pharmacy made a mistake in the 
prescription on Procarbozine and his Dr. confirmed it and Frank was given 14 
capsules in 1 1/2 days. It caused his bone marrow to stop functioning. He became 
disoriented, confused, weak and couldn't breath, had sweats, chills, and fevers. 
He was deathly ill. They gave him eleven units of blood and sent him home to die. 

I had him at home for two weeks and he could not take care of himself. He 
became totally bedfast. I never slept a full hour hardly just cat-napped. I was 

up continually with him. 

Charalyne, her new baby, Colleen, and Courtney and Kasey came. Frank was so 
ill on his birthday he didn't know what was going on. 

Dee Wayne and Jolyn offered to take him out to their place for which I was 
grateful as I needed help in diapering and turning him. 

He lived for three weeks out there and di.ed on the 28th of March 1986. 

A few days before he became so ill, he awoke one morning and said, I heard the 

most beautiful music all night." „,,ih „„t 4-,u- 

While he was at Dee Wayne's, he was in a coma condition and he could not talk, 

but he could hear us. „ . 

One morning I awoke and he was laying in bed looking at me. He said, I wa* 

wondering how long you would sleep." 

I was so thrilled to see him awake and to hear his voice I jumped out of bed 
and said, "Why didn't you wake me if you needed something?" He just looked at me, 
closed his eyes and never spoke again that day. 

About a week before he died, he woke up again and Rooked around. I asked him 
if he knew where he was and he said, "In some studio." 

I said, "No, you are at Dee Wayne's home." 

He said, "I've got to get out of here." 

All the' grandchildren came in and he recognized them and called them by name. 
He insisted on going to the bathroom. Doug and Dee Wayne helped him.^ I told him 
the kids were having "Grandparents day in school and wanted me to go. 

He said, "Well, why didn't you go?" pn „ tmp 

I told h'im I was going. I did go and when I came back he was in his comatose 
stat aga n Then one morning as I was bathing him he looked up at me and told me 
he loved me. I told him I loved him and put my arms around him and kissed him. He

Christmas 19B7 was a different exciting Christmas, no 
snow, so family, but such an exciting time, not too much 
time to be lonely or homesick. 

About one week before Christmas, me knocked on a door 
to have it opened by a tear stained face. We were invited 
in and listened for nearly an hour to the plight of this 
dear sister. Her husband had left her with a family of 
six children. Besides having feelings of despair, 
heartache, rejection and loneliness, the children all 
faced an empty Christmas stocking. 

It was the Mother's birthday the next day. Excitedly 
we hurried home and baked a birthday cake. We tucked some 
extra money into a card and tried to make her birthday a 
happy occasion. We also left a Book of Mormon with her 
and invited her to church. 

Sunday, we were surprised to welcome her to church. 
She had spent her birthday money for dresses for her girls 
so they could attend. She agreed to taking the 
discussions and committed to- baptism. 

Ward members assisted in helping to make her Christmas 
a joyous one. Because of financial problems, it became 
necessary for her to move to Canada to be with family. 
Again, ward members assisted her in her move. 

Because of word of wisdom problems, we were not able 
to baptize her, but referred her .name to the missionaries 
in Canada. To have helped her in Dur small way really 
brought us Joy and happiness. 

A little widow invited us to her humble little trailer 
for a meal and we knew her act of kindness had required 
great sacrifice. We also noticed that she wore only a 
thin little sweater in the cold, but faithfully attended 
all meetings. So we found a warm' coat on sale and pooled 
our Christmas money, family and friends had given us and 
bought her a coat. Sister Smith was faster on her feet 
than I, so she was nominated to dress in disguise to play 
Santa. We thrilled as we watched our little friend 
cuddled in the warmth of her coat on Sunday . 

Another widow lady 71 years old still tried to run her 
farm, raising cattle, four dogs and I counted 13 cats in 
the house and several were still outside. All her 
concerns and money was spent taking care of her animals 
(which were her children). We taught her the discussions, 
but she decided she would not fit in because of her 
lifestyle, which was probably a truth. She came bare 
legged and wore a ragged Jacket to the . Christmas party so 
we gave her some nylons and a sweater for her Christmas. 
By doing for others, it helped to make our Christmas very 
special . 

New Year's Eve, Sister Smith and I had made ourselves 
comfortable with nightgown and robe. I fixed a plate of 
goodies to nibble on. A knock came on our door and there 
were the elders, so we spent the evening playing the game 
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flille Borne and eating the goodies. 

Toledo and Uinlock and surrounding areas were 
suffering from the closing down of the logging business. 
Ilany people had moved away which left the two wards 
understaffed . 

The people were wonderful to us and would share 
anything they had with us and I made a lot of choice 
friends. Had nine baptisms there-some are progressing 
great and others need a lot of f ellowshipping . 

I was moved to Issaquah, a city east of Bellevue, on 
the 1st of June. We lived in a trailer court that had 
lots of interesting neighbors such as prostitutes, drug 
dealers, and a neighbor whose language and actions really 
kept us concerned. It made it hard for us to maintain a 
spiritual feeling. 

In the two and a half months there we only had one 
baptism, an elderly gentleman whose memory was failing 
him. The elders had started to teach him, but had given 
up on him. We were asked to give him the discussions and 
told by our mission president to baptize him. As we 
taught him, we did so on a child's level, making visual 
aids, to better explain the principles of the gospel to 
him . 

The night of his baptism arrived. He was to be 
interviewed by the zone leader. We were concerned for 
fear he could not remember what he had been taught. 

After the interview the elder who had interviewed him 
came to us with tears in his eyes. He said, "I have 
interviewed a lot of people for baptism, but I have never 
felt the spirit so strong as I have this night." 

After fir. Forbes had been baptized, his son who had 
baptized him, took him in his arms, loved him and kissed 
him, which touched all our hearts. After his 
confirmation, fir Forbes, stood up and said, "I want to 
thank all of you for coming tonight and sharing this 
wonderful experience with me. I have never had such a 
wonderful feeling in my life." 

We all felt the Spirit so strong and knew Mr. Forbes 
had also felt it. It was very interesting that as we 
visited with him after baptism, he seemed to remember 
better and carry on a good conversation with us.

We went on up to Canada and took a Ferry 
to Victoria and spent three wonderful days enjoying the 
beauty of that quaint city . We saw the Beachart Gardens 
which is fifty acres of beautiful flowers and shrubs. 

We then took a ferry to Port Angeles and then drove en 
top of Hurricane Ridge and then drove over to Port 
Townsend to visit our cousin Florence Deck. We spent 
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three days with her enjoying the beauty of the area and 
her hospitality. 

Dn my way home, I stopped in Toledo and Ulinlock and 
Ryderwood visiting those we had baptized. I stayed with 
some friends who took us out to tit. St. Helens, a volcano 
that erupted in 19B0. There was hundreds of miles of 
total devastation. We were told by the guide that the 
eruption took place in minutes. It really makes one 
realize how insignificant man really is and of the power 
within the universe. 

Since being home, I have been asked to serve as 
Education counselor in Relief society. Also, I help a 
couple of hours at the BYU library on Sunday to teach the 
Primary classes how to use the library. 

I am managing the Kencraft Candy store in Alpine which 
is a lot of fun. 

I came home to find all my grandchildren have grown so 
much. I haven't had a chance to visit Charalyne since I 
came home . 

Dee UJayne and Jolyn went direct in Amway . They were 
flown to Ada, Michigan and given a tour of the Amway 
company by the President. Dee Wayne has built in his 
garage and made a lovely product room for his business. 

Douglas and Pam have bought a new home in West Jordan 
just northwest of the Temple. 

Mashell is working at the church vault and also 
helping Diana and Ken with their little family. 

Darla is working at Soft Copy in Qrem, and she has a 
new job working at the court house in Provo .

We left Utah Sept. 26 and flew to New York then on to Paris, France where we 
changed planes and landed in Geneve, Switzerland Sept. 27. It was breathtaking 
in Switzerland.

AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF DAVID EUGENE LOSEE 
written by David 

I was barn into a choice Family 22 years ago an llarch 21, 1954, 
the fourth child but first in what we called our second family, due to 
five years between me and my older sister. 

Father and Mother had both been married once before, but due to 
death and disease of their previous spouses, they were married to form 
a new family. It often made me reflect on where I would be on this 
earth or in time if they hadn't been brought together. Our entire 
family consists of eight children, a good strong Latter-Day Saint 
family of three boys and five girls. 

Mother related to. me not too long before I was to be born, she 
and Dad hiked up to Sugarloaf mountain near Fillmore. I guess that 
would be considered my first mountain climb, but for some reason I 
can't remember it. 

The night before my birth, the power went off. Since Mom knew it 
was. time, she gave my older brothers and sisters a bath by candlelight 
and took them over to Grandpa Memmott to await the arrival of a new 
brother. I was born about fifty miles from home in Fillmore, Utah, 
due to the lack of good hospital facilities in Delta. Since hospital 
charges start after midnight, to keep from having to pay a whole days 
charges for a room, they drove around the town until it was time. I 
came into the world about 1:00 A.M. so they wouldn't have to pay an 
extra days hospital bed rent. 

The first recollections I have of 'my infancy go back to when I 
was one or two. We lived in a basement house with a leaky roof which 
caused the wallpaper to warp and bulge in the corner where my crib was 
whenever it rained. For some reason, it used to scare me whenever I 
looked up at that corner. This characteristic of fear was true of my 
personality for the next few years as I'll relate later. 

Things always look so big when you're young and small. Of course 
older brothers and sisters always want to show you a good time and 
help you get adjusted to life's experiences. One that really 
impressed me occurred right after a big snow storm. The wind had 
drifted snow against fence lines and in particular in ditches. The 
ride was really fun until we went through the ditch and the snow 
collapsed sled, baby and all into a mass of white stuff. 

My first accident was again out of fear. My aunt and uncle, 
Cecil and Barbara Shurtz, came to visit a minute with Mom while the 
family was away. It was a cold day, but they didn't want to come into 
the house, so Mom got in the car to talk. When I saw that I got 
scared and didn't want to be a lone, so I commenced pounding on the 
window to get Mom's attention. First thing I knew, my hand went 
through the glass which got them all in the house fast. 
Blood was gushing everywhere and I remember my uncle holding it under 
cold water to wash the blood away. I carry two large scars on my hand 
to this day . 

Even in childhood, I was quite and emotional person. Mom related 
to me when I was at Relief Society with her, I would sit on the front 
steps and howl whenever they Relief Society ladies sang. When she 
asked me what was wrong, I said, "The songs are too sad." 

As all kids, I would run to Mom and Dad's bed whenever I had a 
bad dream. One of the typical dreams I still remember was when a 
giant pussy cat was chasing me around. Another time I was trapped in 
the pen with a bull. I had that dream twice. 

Kindergarten was again a new challenge for me to face. I had 
never been away from home before and was scared to death . I got to 
ride part way with my older brother and sisters, but then had to 



change busses. I wasn't about to be left alane, so I took it out on 
the bus driver, kicking him and throwing a tantrum trying to get off 
that bus. fly cousin, Annette, had to be my comforter all the way to 
school. After the first wee or so, I got brave and gave into my new 
way of life. 

Fear still influenced me bad in first and second grade. I used 
to be so afraid the teacher Mrs. Judd would keep me in after school 
cause I didn't do my work right, then I would miss the bus. At recess 
I would sit by the fence and sing primary songs thinking God would 
help me not have to stay after. 

In these years, I had a good friend by the name of John Dwens . 
He was part Indian so one day we decided to prick our fingers and 
become blood brothers. It was strange, but we used to give each other 
good morning kisses as a joke. As I grew braver and more confident, I 
started swearing to act tough. I remembered John and I were on the 
jungle gym once and he asked, "Do you swear?" 

I said, "Blankety-blank, yes I do." It was something I had 
.picked up at school, as I seldom if ever heard my parents cuss or 
swear. I stopped though, almost as suddenly as I began. Just before 
I was to be baptized. I was walking in from recess and it struck me I 
should swear no more. I haven't had any problem since that time. 

My father is a very easy going type of person and I never 
remembered a spanking. However, we all remember in our family the 
butter-knife on the top of the head if we acted up at the table. 

fly older brother Roger, taught me how to ride my bike. We would 
ride on the dirt road which led to the church so as to have a minimum 
of scrapes. Even then, it took much trial and error to get the job 
done . 

I was raised in Sugarville, a very small farming community, 
there weren't many kids my age, but most of my Sundays were spent 
playing at my cousin Lynnette's and Jim Jenson's,' a friend a year 
older than me. It was from him, I first learned about the facts of 
life. fly first reaction was I wold never get married because I 
thought for some reason only wicked people did such things. But the 
more I learned about it, gradually my attitude changed. 

We had a happy life at home, except when my older sister Beverly 
and I would go the rounds. She had the longest fingernails in the 
world it seemed to me especially when they gouged into my flesh. 

There was an old familiar ring my older sister Barbara sang to 
have the dishes wiped, almost song-like. I still remember, "Come and 
wipe the dishes Beverly . " 

Some of the most fun experiences I remember was our family taking 
a week's camping vacation with other Uncles and Aunts and cousins 
every summer up in the mountains. We would hike up and roll boulders 
down to see how many trees we could wipe out. On one such vacation to 
Yellowstone Park when I was eight, I recall Dad wanted to sleep out on 
the ground, but Mom didn't. Dad changed his mind fast when a big 
black bear came up behind him and went through our camp. 

I've always been a neat tidy sort of person and an this occasion 
was no different. I was straightening up the grub box in the back of 
the station wagon where my younger brother Steve was sleeping. He 
woke up fast, however, when I spilled pancake batter all over him, by 
accident of course. I've always Judged myself as between average and 
a little above in looks, actions, and brainwise. All through school, 
I have cared what I thought of myself, and what others thought of me. 

I picked up many characteristics from both my mother and my 
father. I respect each one of them. Dad is, as I mentioned, an easy 
going person, but a very hard worker which I picked somewhat up from 
him. Growing up on the farm caused us to work with our hands which I 



would still rather do than office or white collar type work indoors, 
though at times I wonder . 

Mother is an eager beaver and somewhat more domineering which she 
has had to be since Dad is gone to work three days of the week day and 
night for the past ten years. Also she has always been sensitive to 
others feelings, and always made sure we got to our church meetings, 
Dnce I was at the church and locked at the attendance records and the 
only ones with 100?; attendance were my three little sisters. All of 
these attitudes I have picked up to some degree from them. 

fly first days came when I was in ninth grade. It was harvest 
ball time. My friends all said they were gong to the dance and 
challenged me to get a date. So with all the courage I could muster 
up, I accepted the challenge only to find I was the only one my age 
going. Now a problem arose. I didn't have a car nor a driver's 
license, so good old riom and Dad were my chaperoned. We got to the 
dance at nine and none of the high school students shewed up till ten. 
After that, the girl I took and I never spoke to one another for over 
a year, and it took me two years to muster up enough courage to go out 
on another date. I've thus far never had a super close relationship 
with one special girl. I never have been one to get super serious. 
My attitude is Just to have a good time even at present. 

In the years I have learned to be quite independent of other 
people, but have tried to choose my friends carefully though I try to 
be friendly to everyone. I probably-picked up my interest in musTc 
and cooking from my mother. I took accordion lessons for four years, 
but gave it up Cwhich I regret now) because of all the programs I had 
to play on, which really made me nervous. I've enjoyed cooking since 
I was young though things I make don't always turn out right. Once I 
made some red waffles with green syrup to add to the Christmas spirit, 
only the syrup was watery due to the fact instead of two of sugar and 
one of water I put one of sugar and two of water. One of many 
disasters . 

I had some interest in athletics but was never really good in 
them, so didn't participate much in high school sports. fly attitude 
since then has changed greatly however and I took up the sports. I 
have learned to lave skiing, dance, gymnastics, tennis and in 
particular swimming. I think my attitude changed due to my health. 
About four years ago, I contracted a disease called Tullaremia or 
alias Crabbit fever) which about put me under. I was down off and on 
for nine months before I started feeling well only to be struck down 
with a tackacardia Cheart) which really scared me at the time. I was 
out feeding the cows one morning after milking when my heart started 
racing at 150 beats per minute and wouldn't slow down which put me in 
the hospital for a day and unable to work for three more months. 

One of the greatest influences of my maturity occurred when I was 
in the mission field with the rigorous activities we had to do each 
day. flany times it took great courage for me to accomplish. There 
are many things I don't understand yet especially in the line of 
marriage, exactly how to support a family. It's a scary thing to take 
on the responsibility of a home and family, and I want to make sure I 
know what I'm doing.

DAVID EUGENE LQSEE LIFE HISTORY

David Eugene Losee was barn at the Fillmore Hospital in Millard 
County, Utah on 21 mar 1954. He was a sparkling red-haired blue-eyed 
boy, and was the fourth child in a Family of eight, five girls and 
three boys. He was also the first child born to Eugene Douglas and 
June tlemmott Shurtz Losee . 

He was raised in Sugarville, Utah on a E00 acre farm and at an 
early age learned about irrigating, cutting, baling, and hauling hay, 
operating and repairing farm equipment. He liked gardening and 
landscaping and his childhood was enjoyable. He learned to love 
nature and it's bounteous beauty. 

He went on the hunts with his family to be close to the hills and 
streams, walking over the mountain ranges, camping and cooking and 
watching the stars on a clear night, instead of wanting to kill the 
animals. 

David was very conscious of keeping his body in good physical 
condition. He was athletic and participated in many sports; including 
swimming, scuba diving, tennis, skiing, roller and ice skating and 
wrestling. He liked Jagging, lifting weights and exercising at the 

gym. 

Dave was very talented and was an excellent student. He played 
the piano, accordion, guitar, harmonica, drums, and composed music. 
He was a willing participant in the school plays, operas, acapella 
choir and church functions. When he was given the part of "Hotel" in 
the high school opera "Fiddler Dn The Roof," he did an outstanding 
performance. He had a beautiful voice, and enjoyed singing in the 
"Messiah . " 

After graduating from Delta High, he attended one year at Snow 
College in Ephraim, Utah where he was active in drama and musicals, 
learned stone sculpturing, and was also a radio announcer at the Manti 
radio station. Photograph and learning to develop his own pictures 
was an interesting hobby. Cooking was also one of his talents, and he 
could whip up a great chiffon cake. 

Serving as a missionary in the Tallahasee Florida mission from 
Sept. 1373 until Sept 1375 for the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints was a spiritual growth for him. He served in that 
capacity as a district and zone leader. 

After returning from his mission, he attended Brigham Young 
University in Provo, Utah where he planned to become a teacher in 
elementary education, later changing his major to physical therapy. 

He was a life guard at the Helaman Halls pool at BYU, assistant 
manager, and manager for awhile. He received recognition for swimming 
100 miles. 

He was scheduled to graduate from BYU in the spring of 197B. 

Two weeks after his E4th birthday;, he was called back to his 
eternal home, after being involved in an automobile accident. He died 
April 3, 1378 and was buried April IE, 137B at the Delta, Utah 
cemetery . 

David was a very compassionate individual and he had many close 
friends. He was dependable and always willing to go the extra mile 
when someone needed assistance. He took advantage of his many 
opportunities during his short time here on earth. His tragic death 
has left many memories; but a void in the lives of his family and 
friends .

Elder Albert Choules Jr. was a mis- 
sionary in the Eastern States Mission 
when a certain awareness dawned on 
him. 

"I was sitting in a district conference 
with about nine other missionaries 
when, all of a sudden, I realized what I 
had been taught from childhood by 
faithful parents was true," recalled El- 
der Choules, 62, who was sustained 
Oct. 1 to the First Quorum of the 
Seventy. 

"While I had relied on my parents' 
testimonies during my time in the mili- 
tary and the early part of my mission, I 
knew — in that moment — that I had 
my own foundation, that I had my own 
testimony." 

Nearly 40 years have passed since 
that dawning. Neither the passage of 
time, nor the trials and sorrows of life 
have been able to dim the brightness of 
his testimony. 

Having an awareness of his own testi- 
mony was important. All his life, he had 
lived in the protective shadow of his 
father, Albert Choules Sr., a man many 
regarded as a "legend in his own time," 
a "spiritual giant" who served 27 years 
as a stake president before being called 
to preside over the Southern States 
Mission. 

Albert Jr. was born and reared in the 
southeastern Idaho community of 
Driggs, where his father owned a car 
dealership. "Albert was always very se- 
rious, and very dedicated in anything he 
did, whether work or play," said Lou 
Jean Tingey, one of his younger sisters. 

"He is the oldest son in the family. 
[He has two older sisters, a brother, 
and two younger sisters.] He has been a 
hard worker from the earliest time I 
can remember. When he was a boy and 
young man, he worked for farmers and 
also cleaned the furnace at the hospital. 
When he came home and saw Mother 
needed help, he would mop the floor. 
Several times, after he had worked 
long hours in the field, he would make 
a freezer of ice cream for a party one of 
his sisters was having. 

"Albert is probably one of the most 
caring, generous people who has ever 
lived. He has always put others first; he 
has always been concerned about other 
people mora than about I

Driggs was an almost idyllic setting 
for a young boy to grow up. Because 
Elder Choules' father was stake presi- 
dent, the family often had General Au- 
thorities as guests in their home, some- 
times two of them at a time. He grew up 
with a reverence for the Brethren. 

Although he knew apostles and 
prophets, Elder Choules' greatest role 
model was his father. "Before I was 
born, he was called as a stake presi- 
dent," said Elder Choules. "He was the 
stake president who counseled me 
through all my growing-up years, and 
he was the stake president who sent me 
on my mission.

Elder Choules said he felt the full 
power and value of bis father's counsel 
and example the first time., he-left..** 

little town of Driggs. "I served in the 
U.S. Marine Corps during World War 
II," he said. "I joined during my senior 
year of high school. It was a different 
kind of life to leave Driggs where near- 
ly everyone was a Latter-day Saint and 
go to San Diego, Calif., to begin my mil- 
itary experience. But I had great par- 
ents who had taught me what was right. 
The memory of my mother and her 
teachings, and of my father kept me 
from getting into areas that I should 
not have been.

With those teaching*, h« discovered 
being in the Marine Com^nm'X alt 
that difficult. I had a lot of good friend* 
in the military who were not members 
of the Church, but they had the same 
standards. I learned you can find 
people with high standards anywhere 
you look, in or out of the Church, if 
they are the kind of people you are

His military service lasted more than 
two years, January 1944 to August 
1946. On the first Sunday he was home 
from the military service, his bishop 
talked to him about going on a mission. 
Just a few monjhs later, in November, 
he was on his way to theEastern States 
Mission, where he served tw# years. 

"I had a choice experience of spend- 
ing seven months on an Indian reserva- - 
tion in western New York," he re- 
called. "That experience gave me an- 
insight into the Lamanite people, and 
fostered a love for them that Ihave- 
carried from that time on. 

"I developed an understanding of the 
Book of Mormon whttft living with 
some descendants of its people, the L&+~ 
manites. That was a long time ago, but I 
still have a great love for the Book of 
Mormon and for the Indian peoples." 
After he returned "home from his 
mission, Elder Choules enrolled at LDS 
Business College in Salt Lake City, and 
. JhuiaLl&Y\Lmotl*im**mlxto'* de- 



gree in iSai His degree was not his 
most important accomplishment at 
BYU. While there, he met Rosemary 
Phillips from Lehi, Utah. They were 
married June 24, 1952, in the Idaho 
Falls Temple. Born to them were three 
children: William, Robert and Tama™ 
(Mrs. Lawrence W. Pinnock). 

After Elder Choules received a mas- 
ter of business administration degree 
from Harvard in 1953, he began work 
in Los Angeles, Calif., as a financial an- 
alyst for an oil company. In 1955, the 
family moved to Phoenix, Ariz., where 
he worked for a savings and loan com- 
pany, becoming senior vice president 
for the firm and president of an affiliat- 
ed hotel chain. He and four business 
associates bought the hotel chain in 
1976, and he continued as its president 
until he was called to preside over the 
New York City Mission, 1980-83. 

Elder Choules' daughter said, "My 
father has had a complete willingness 
to serve the Lord. When he was called 
as mission president, he sold his part of 
the hotel business without having to 
stop and think about it._His only reac- 
tion to any Church calling has been, 
'Yes, I will serve.' Then he deals with 
the details and possible problems later. 

"His desire and willingness to 
serve have been unwavering. 
He missed my wedding and my 
brothers' graduations while he 
was presiding over the mission 
in New York, but he never gave 
any indication that he ever felt 
his Church service was getting 
in the way of his personal inter- 
ests. His attitude has always 
been, 'If it is service to the Lord 
then it is not a sacrifice.' " 

Sadness marred the last 
month and a half of Elder and 
. Sister Choules' missionary ser- 
vice in New York. In May 1983, 
she was diagnosed as having 
cancer. She died June 27, 1984, 
just three days after their 32nd 
wedding anniversary. 

On June 8, 1987, he married 
Marilyn Jeppson Lowry, moth- 
er of three living children: Mi- 
chelle, James and Jonathan 
Lowry. Her two youngest 
daughters, Jena and Denise, 

died in an automobile accident 
in 1978. 

Sister Marilyn Choules has 
been working on a Ph.D. in edu- 
cational psychology and has 
been a clinical counselor in a ' 
private practice in Mesa, Ariz. 
' In a talk during the priest- 
hood session of general confer- 
ence in October, just a few 
hours after he was sustained to 
the First Quorum of the Seven- 
ty, Elder Choules said, "My cur- 
rent wife, my bride of 15 
months, has promised that with 
Rosemary, my first wife, pulling 



for me on the other side of the 
veil, and with her [Marilyn] 
pulling for me on this side, I will 
succeed." 

At the time he was called as a 
General Authority, Elder 
Choules had been serving as a 
regional representative. From 
1984-January 1988, he served 
the Phoenix Arizona North and 
Phoenix Arizona West regions. 
Since January he has served the 
Albuquerque New Mexico and 

El Paso Texas regions. 

He earlier served as presi- 
dent of the Scottsdale Arizona 
Stake, and was a counselor in 
that stake presidency and a 
member of two bishoprics. He 
also was serving as a sealer in 
the Arizona Temple at the time 
he was called as a General 
Authority.

For the last four months of 1987 we had my nephew, Bruce 
Shurtz, live with us.

This year has been ana of great changes in our lives. Steve had been 
dissatisfied with the career potential of his Job in California for quite 
some time, and after unsuccessfully searching for new employment there, we 
spent our entire vacation last Christmas in Connecticut actively pursuing e 
new job for Steve. Laura spent two weeks before Steve got here sending out 
resumes, checking Job listings, and lining up interviews. And Steve spent 
his two weeks going to interviews every day. We enjoyed visiting with the 
family, but it really wasn't a vacation for us. Shortly after we returned 
to California we received a Job offer with Aetna Life and Casualty in 
Hartford, Connecticut, in the tax accounting department, which Steve 
accepted. We spent the next two weBks packing, lining up a mover to take 
our belongings, making airline arrangements, and saying goodbye to many 
friends whom we had grown to. love in the time we had been there. It was a 
difficult decision for us to make to uproot once again, but we fBlt it was' 
for the best in the long run. 

After arriving in Connecticut, we found that with a little help from 
friends and relatives we could come up with a large enough down payment to ; 
buy a condo for about the same amount as we would pay for rent in a small 
apartment. It was really a dream come true for us to be able to afford a 
small place of our own. Real estate was looking very much out of our price 
range in California, but with the slight increase in wages by coming here, 
we were amazed what we could actually afford. The bank wasn't convinced 
that we were making enough to pay for the place, so Laura went back to work 
part-time so that our total income was large enough to get a loan, which 
also helped us come up with a little more for the down-payment. Ule were 
fortunate to be living with Laura's family while we were waiting for our 
closing, and they helped care for Amy while Laura worked. 

Steve found he really enjoyed and still enjoys his new Job. There is 
always a challenge, he enjoys the people he works with, and the company has 
a reputation in the insurance industry for treating their employees very 
well. He is looking forward to staying with the company for many years to 
come, and advancing up to management level. He will bB starting graduate 
school in the MBA program in January at the company's expense. 

In July Laura was asked by her BmployBr to begin working full-timB, as 
the group home was closing down and all of his employass were quitting to 
find othsr Jobs. He also agresd to 1st her bring Amy with her to work each 
day, which halped make it easiar on Laura to go back to work full-time. It 
was an intsnsa thrBB months on all of us, as our livas had to go on hold 
whila Laura workBd . ThBre was mora than one wBBk that her hours totaled 
more than 60, and many wasks Steve came and worked in the evanings as well 
after he had spent a full day at Aetna. But we made it through, and 
instead of suffering from the experiencs, Amy seems to have grown up 
socially becauss of it. She seems bettsr abla to adapt to new expariences 
and changes in her Ufa now than she was before. 

With both of us working we were also abla to pay off mast of the 
people who helped us with our down-payment, and felt very good about being 
financially indepandent. But we werB vary grateful when the day finally 
cams that tha group horns closed down and Laura could go back to being a 
full-time wife and homemaker, and actually have dinner on the table when 
Steve got home from work. Working was a learning experience for all of us, 
but perhaps the. most important thing we learned was that we did not want to 
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have a two career family, and that Laura's time in the home was much more 
valuable than the increase in income by having her mark. 

Our time since the group home closed has been very busy with new churc 
callings. Steve was called as ward mission leader in September, and has 
been amazed at the number of meetings he now attends Just to meet the bare 
minimum requirements of his calling. But he also enjoys the challenge of 
getting to know the new converts and continuing the fellowshipping process 
after their conversion. Our ward has been the highest baptizing unit in 
the stake in the three years since it was organized, but over half of thos 
new converts are now inactive. So one of Steve's goals is to reactivate 
those who have gone inactive, and fellowship new converts so that they 
become fully integrated into the ward before they have a chance to became 
inactive . 

Laura was callBd as the Stake History Specialist, a new calling which 
replaced the stake historical clerk. She was asked to compile and write a 
history of the spiritual doings within the stake each year which show that 
we are helping others Come Unto Christ. We could fill pages with her 
experiences in this calling, but let it suffice to say that it has been a 
growing opportunity, and a calling she is finally beginning to enjoy. 
Since September she has been attending ward conferences with the stake 
presidency and addressing thB leadership session about the importance Of 
recording spiritual events as they occur and compiling them for posterity. 
The stake president also helped her out by addressing a letter to be read 
in each congregation concerning the importance of recording and submitting 
spiritual experiences for the stake history. It has been no small project 
The 1387 history which she completed after the fact was over 30 pages, and 
already the information she has collected for 1388 is more than 60 
typewritten single spaced computer pages. 

Laura was also called to be the Primary choirster, and has really 
enjoyed this calling as she works with the children to help them develop e 
love of goad music. Unfortunately her increased travel schedule with her 
stake calling has begun to interfere with her Primary calling, so there is 
a possibility that the Primary President will replace her, but she hopes t 
continue in the calling as long as passible. 

Amy is growing up so fast that we no longer have a baby in the house. 
She will be two in March, and if the doctor is right, she will have a new 
baby brother or sister as a birthday present . Dne of her favorite 
activities is to have us read books to her. She speaks very well, and 
understands everything we say to her, (she doesn't always obey, but she 
does understand.) She knows all of her colors, and counts to ten fairly 
wbII. She is also learning the alphabet sang, and loves to sing songs of 
all kinds. She is starting to become very independent, and wants to selec 
her own clothes, and put them on hersslf. Shs will also tell us what book 
she wants to read, what songs shs wants to sing, and what food sha wants t 
eat. She hasn't been patty-trained yet, but it probably won't be long, as 
she tells us she has to go to the bathroom about half of the time, but 
never lets us know in enough time to get her diapBr off. She is really a 
Joy to have around, and ws are glad wb did not give her up for adoption 
liks wb had Joked about doing when shB was so colicky as a baby. 

We are looking forward to returning to California at Christmastime thi 
year for our first real vacation since wb have bean marrisd. Wb are also 
working together on starting a part-timB bookkeeping business out of our 
home in time for Steve to do taxes for people this tax season . Wb are al] 
well and hope you are the same. Have a wonderful holiday ssason! 
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
